. opposed to potato controls. Offhand, it 
might seem the natural position for a 
senator from Idaho, the No. 1 potato 
growing state. 

But consider the background and the 
nieans of the announcement. Senator 
Church has enjoyed, rather unusual fa- 
,vor in his party for a first-term senator. 
■ Readers will recall that he delivered the 
keynote address at the national Demo- 
cratic party convention. ^And Senator 
Church has voiced support for several 
administration , programs, including the 
so-called wilderness bill which has not 
exactly been popular in Idaho. 

When Senator Church opposed potato 
controls the other day, he didn't take 
his position in a statement designed pri- 
marily for consumption back home.- He 
made his position known in a speech on 
the senate floor, stating his stand in 
terms so positive there could be no mis- 
understanding. ' 

Senator Church declared he will op- 
pose potato controls "in every way that 
la open to me, with all the strength I 
can muster." In the face of an avowed 
administration program for almost to- 
tal controls of farms and farmers, Sen- 
ator Churc h's sta t em en t is stron g , in- 
deed. Aljd ho far as his Democratic par- 
ty is concerned, it certainly will not add 
to his stature within party circles in 
the nation's capital* Under the circum-. 
stances, "it took considerable courage on 
- the part of Senator Church to go against 
~liv6^ed^rty _ pblicy7 ~~~~ ~ ~~ 
If Senator Church were to go a few 
steps farther, he might come to the 
point of opposing all farm controls, al- 
though in his opposition to potato con- 
trols he has traveled, a long way down 
the j»ad. Undoubtedly Senator Church 
Is aware of the outspoken movement of 
Magic ValleyJfarmers against all farm 
controls. Inline potato problem, he 
; moving to represent Idaho farmers? Aft-- 
er some more soul-searching, the- 'sena- 
tor might take a similar position against 
all controls. 

So far, Senator Church has measured 
up admirably to what is a difficult situ- 
ation for him. On the one hand, he's the 
duly elected representative of Idaho 
people, but on the other hand, he' 
member of thiTmajority parly which is 
committed to a farm program that is 
not in the best interest of Idahouns. It's 
not an easy decision to make.

This Is bound to come 
sooner or later, so the argument 
runs, since President de Gaulle 
has already moved a considerable 
distance on an Independent nu- 
clear course. 

Such a sale In francs, and the 
franc Is a very hard currency 
Indeed, would help the United 
States check the outflow of gold 
and dollars and thereby correct 
the threatening imbalance of 
cent years. That Is the carrot 
being held out to try to persuade 
reluctant administration to go 
along with a nuclear arms deal 
for France. 

But while at'<a certain level In 
the Pentagon this has an at- 
tract/on. the President and his 
principal advisers on security 
policy are unmoved. They are 
determined to hold the policy of 
trying to prevent the sprend of 
nuclear weapons, with one ex- 
ception this hns been the con. 
; Intent policy of the government 
of the United States since 1045, 

The exception wna, of course, 
with respect to Britain. Because 
the British had advanced 
a considerable way towari 
getting their .own nuclei 
weapons they were allowed to 
Join the club nnd gnin In -knowl- 
edge- nnd -prestlge-from mem' 
bershlp. Many on both fides of 
the Atlantic now doubt the wis- 
dom ,of Britain's decision lo 
achieve nn Independent nuclear 
development. Both the enormous 
cost and the political implica- 
tions help to explain why Prime 
Minister Macmlllaii's govern- 
mrnl Is In trouble. 

The fact of tho Dritlnh ex- 
ception lias' been a major Ir- 
ritant In the struggle of France, 
lo qualify.' You guve it lo your 
British (rlcndn but you deny It 
to ns.

What is most deeply 'resented 
In the White House is the effort 
to -make-ir seem - that American 
refusal to share with France Is 
motivated by hostility toward 
President 4e Gaulle. This is a 
line taken by those who would 
count themselves among the 
champions or- the great man. 
What they are doing, It seems 
fairly obvious 'to those' wrest- 
Ung-wlth this extraordinary dif- 
ficult problem, is merely to make 
moro complicated the effort to 
share with" western allies the 
ultimate responsibility for the 
use, of the ultimate weapon. 

De Gaulle himself has not been 
a notable sharer. He has refused 
to Integrate his forces into 
NATO. He has denied French 
bases to American planes. And 
he has refused to have anything 
to do with the efforts of Presl' 
dent Kennedy and Prime Min- 
ister Macmlllan to find a rea- 
sonable and secure way out. of 
the Berlin dilemma.. 

The conflict betwecn Paria and 
Washington Is part of a' much 
larger problem. With the nu- 
clear deterrent the' sole posses- 
sion In the west of the -Unltcd 
States and Its use ' solely de- 
pendent on tho President of the 
United States, the western allies 
are wards whose dependence on 
big brother throws the relation- 
ship out of balance. How lo cor- 
rect this runs the gamut from, 
IS fingers on the trigger to oui- 
aiid-out national sharing of nu- 
clear weapons. 

All this will bo iiikcn up once 
again at tho meeting of NATO 
foreign ministers in Athens early 
next month.

"However, it does not have to 
be confined to .the schoolroom 
there, aro Infinite, possibilities 
for all youth leaders, Sunday 
school teachers, Scout personnel 
and paronts. 

"Think how much clearer the 
Golden Rulo becomes when It 
acted out in an everyday 
situation!" ■ 

John Dewey, an American 
psychologist, helped Introduce 
the . idea that children learn 
best through experience. -But 
what about the Idea that per- 
sons whose Imaginations are 
allowed fre reign during early 
childhood become n on -creative 
in later life? 

Mrs. Tanner believes "Imag- 
ination Is like a muscle. The 
more It's used, the moro flexible 
it becomes. Imagination pro- 
vides resourcefulness; the truly 
educated, man Is a resourceful 
man.

Continued from Pafe 21 
will provide shade, and later, 
when* the heads are broken off, 
will provide feed lor the jtow- 
inff birds, 

These birds will ' be the big 
ones of tho farm. The hens, by 
the time Thanksgiving rolls 
around, will tip the scales at 13 
to 16 pounds and the toms as 
high as 3D pounds. 

And If you have any Illusions 
as to the pugilistic attitude of 
the tcrrm, tho farm owner points 
out that It takes two men to 
handle some of tho big birds. 

About July 1 another shipment 
of small birds Is received, nnd 
these will bo for Christmas eat- 
ing. These never get outside a 
■pedal shed whfch Is as largo as 
a football field. Bales of straw, 
are stacked In patterns for thorn' 
to \u»' as warming areas i\nti 
they spend their entlco llfo In 
this ahed, . „ 

Many of tho birds are 'frozen 
after being dressed, and, tljcnc, 
like all birds now ottered on the 
general market, are rca4y for the 
oven. Picking of the bird feath- 
ers Is an art, according 'to Hull, 
and during the dressing periods 
he employs Irani 10 to Ifi people 
for the Job. Mnny ore farm wives 
who llvo In tho circa and have 
worked In season for years. 

Hull engages In both whole- 
sale and retail trade and the 



operation Is a family affair. 

He Is quick, to point out that 
bis father, A. T. Hull, Is really 
the "full time", maintenance op- 
erator who works around the 
clock. 

'Dad Is the one who gives the 
birds the tender, loving care they 
require," ho wild, 

In addition to his father, his 
wile and three children aid Hull 
in the turkey production. Cindy 
is a seventh grade student In 
Twin Falls, while Doug, In the 
fifth grade, and Greg, third 
grade, are nlu dents at nearby 
Union school, in addition to the 
large area devoted to turkey rnln- 
lng there are 60 acres under cul- 
tivation.

Part or the weci-long observ- 
ance will be the planting of an 
assortment of trees on tho north 
Idaho campua; trees of all aires, 
shapes and colors. This is ap- 
propriate an earth satellites, 
powered with the latest thing In 
solar batteries, orbit the globe 
with monotonous regularity. For 
■the lull properties of trees even 
• now are not generally under- 
stood, despite the songn and eul- 
ogies dedlcated to them over the 
centuries.

Timber likewise provides many 
products of value to man. On 
national forests, as well as tracts 
controlled by the bureau of land 
management and the state, tim- 
ber. Is harvested on » sustained- 
yield basis, thereby providing es- 
sential wood products for the 
present and future. Moreover, 
cleared tracts within sustained- 



Like gothlc cathedrals with 
soaring trunks and branches, 
trees nevertheless are amoiitt the 
oldest — and still the greatest — 
Tnachlnen run by energy from the 
■ sun. .They manufacture food out 
of water and carbon dioxide, be- 
coming powerful enough to split 
rock. The designs are functional, 
yet beautiful, and avallaole in 
thousands of niodoli. Many con- 
stantly change colors throughout 
tho year. These truly are won- 
drous fabrications. 

Forests of whatever kind are 
organized In Myers. The most 
complex Is ihc ram forest, with 
37 stories. Characteristic of all 
groupings are the soil basement, 
lorcat floor, low and high (.hrubs 
and trees of nil Mrrs. Trees arc 
the pllarn on which other life 
la draped. 

Tho boundary between forest 
and prairie divides two worlds, 
The open field Is dry nttd un- 
yielding underfoot, while tho for- 
est floor Is matnt, springy, The 
former Bets full mm; the filtered, 
darker woods does not. When ttw 
plain is hot and windy, tho lim- 
ber Is cooler and tho tarcoM Is 
gentle. Olten less than half of 
the rain reaches the forenl floor. 

Most people realise that all
